Broderick Enters; Is Silent. 

When Senator Broderick entered the sena- 
torial commission's rooms he was accom- 
panied by Attorney Thomas Dawson, who 
asked permission to make a statement.

Dal Pino secured a reinstatement of his 
saloon license, under his own name only, but 
a short time ago after he had promised Chief 
of Police Steward that he would not tolerate 
gambling on the premises and that Al Schlos- 
ger would be forbidden the place. 


Schlosser Renews Activity. 


Schlosser was made the goat by Dal 
Pino and blamed for everything of a lawless 
pature that had ever taken place in the old 
gaioon at West Madison and Green streets. 
Schlosser let out not à bleat to the contrary, 
and Dal Pino's version of the story was ac- 
cepted as gospel truth at police headquarters. 

Dal Pino got his license back and proceeded 
to fit out one of the most elaborate saloons 
on the west side. But Al had kept quiet be- 
cause he knew Dal Pino was merely stall- 
ing the police and that when the right time 
came he would take his place as the partner 
of the man whose name was written on the 
galoon license.

The tragedy occurred on the Union station 
plattorm, where the men met accidentally. 
Moore was waiting for a train to take him 
to Chicago to look after his two vaudeville 
companies now ng there, and Gibson 
was waiting for a train to take him to Salem, 
III., where he had oil interests. 

Moore fired five shots, the frst striking 
Gibson in the neck, inflicting a fatal wound. 
Four other shots were fired, all of them tek- 
ing effect. Gi died. almost instantly. 

Moore stepped aboard an eastbound train, 
which was just starting, and went to Wach- 
ington, Ind., where he wae arrested while 
on his way to the home of hie father-in-law, 
Attorney Arnold J. Padgett of that city. He 
was brought back and a charge of murder in 
the first degree made against him. 


Telegram Gives Away Secret. 

It is said that Moore firet became aware of 
the attentions Gibson was paying to Mrs. 
Moore when he intercepted a telegram ad- 
dressed by Gibson to Mrs, Moore which made 
arrangements for a secret meeting between 
the two. 

It is reported that Moore warned Gibson 
to stop his friendship with Mrs. Moore or 
there would be trouble, but Gibson, who is an 
unusually large man, weighing over AW 
pounds, paid no attention to the warning. 
Moore is a small, siender man weighing not 
much over 100 pounds. 

By those who have been aware of Moore's 
mental condition since he jearned of (ib- 
son’s acquaintance with his wife it is thought 
that the shooting was not premeditated, but 
that Moore, on unexpectedly meeting Gip- 
son, temporarily lost his reason and fired. 


Moore Silent on Shooting. 

Moore refuses to talk of the crime. He 
has employed the law firm of B. F. Wil- 
loughby & Joiner M. House to defend him, 
along with his father-in-law, Arnold Padgett 
of Washington. Prominent oil operators, 
who are friends of Gibson, have raised a 
fund of $20,000 and have retained James 8. 
Pritchett to assist Prosecuting Attorney Cul- 
bertson. 

Because of the prominence of both Moore 
and Gibson the tragedy has stirred this city 
and section. Both have been residents of 
this city for only a few years, but both have 
taken prominent parts in business circles. 

Gibson’s body was taken to the Gibson 
residence, 816 Church street, where funeral 
services were conducted this evening by the 
Rev. John H. Doddridge of the First Metho- 
dist Episcopal church. The body will be 
shipped on Tuesday morning to Cambridge, 
O., that city being the home of Mrs. Gibson.
